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Military Information from Mid-Eastern Bulgaria 


Tn November 1950, the 3 Trudovak Regiment moved to Karnobat from Sliven. 


The 4 Cavalry and 29 Infantry Regiments have bean stationed in Yambol for 
several years. In September 1951, the 4 Cavalry Regiment was stilt located 
in the barracks in the eastern section of the town, but informant did not 
know whether the 29 Infantry Regiment was still in Yambol. 


tn September 1950, the 3 Engineer Regiment was transferred from Kolaravgrad. ' 
to Sliven. At the same time, an unidentified regiment was slated to move from 
Ruse to Kolarovgrad; informant did net know if the move actually took place. 


Tn September 1950, the 6 Arzillery Regiment (horse-drawn) moved from Sliven 
to Grudove into the new barracks located two kilometers east of Grudaga. The 
newly-constructed installations consist of two 2-story barracks, 1, 600 cubic 
meters in size; six stables for 100 horses each; and three warehouses, each 
100 cubic meters in size. “he 6 Artillery Regiment was equipped with 120 
"medium guns.” 


There are two concrete bunkers, 250 meters apart, located north of Fakiya 
village, approximately 15 kilometers from the Bulgarian-Turkish border. In- 
formant did not know construction details, condition of the bunkers, and 
whether or not they are in use. 


A fortified trench line 150 centimeters in width and 160 centimeters in depth 
is located about 7-8 kilometers from the Bulgarian-Turkish border. Tnformant 
could furnish no further details as to construction or length of the line.

A military depot covering "about 2,000 decares” is located on the eastern: out- 
skirts of Sliven. The depots includes tanks of an unspecified number, size, and 
type, a POL dump, and an ammunition dump. 


Unidentified trudovak units are engaged in construction work three kilometers 
south of Karnobat. The entire construction area is off-limits to unauthorized 
persons and is guarded by army personnel; consequently, the nature of the con- 
struction work is not known.
